Between the Hitler Youth and the VDÀ, the folloving fundamental arrange- 
ment has been agreed upon:

(1) With a complete respect for the important ractal-political task 
thc Hitler Youth recommends to its members membership in collaboration with 
the VDA. 


(2) The work of the VDA group containues in its previous forms. The 
VDA, however, discontinues its military and physical training. 


(3) The school groups of the VDA (racial-German workcells) assist the 
Hitler Youth in their work. 


(4) The VDA group chiefs work consequently in closest contact with 
the Hitler Youth leaders and participate with their groups in the events of 
the Hitler Youth, as conversely the Hitler Youth can also take part in the 
racial-German fetes of the VDa. . 


(5) As a visible sign of his solidarity with the Hitler Youth the 
VDA member wears a VDA armband with the Swastika. 


(6) Solicitor Nabersberg of the NSDAP's National Youth Office be- 
comes a member of the VDA's Council of Leaders. Dr. H. Schoeneich of the 
VDA becomes a member of the Council of Leaders in the Reich's Board of 
German Youth Societies. The same reciprocal representation is also to be 
established in the provincial boards.

Law on the Hitler Youth 
___1 December 1936

The future of the German Nation depends on its youth, and the German 
youth shall have to be prepared for its future duties, 

Therefore the Government of the Reich has prepared the following law 
which is being published herewith: 


Art 1 


Ali of the German youth in the Reich is organized within thc Hitler- 
Youth, 


Art 2 


The German Youth besides being rcared within the family and school, 
shall be educated physically, intellectually, and morally in the spirit of 
National Socialism to serve the people and community, through the Hitler 
Youth, 


Art 3 


The task of educating the German Youth through the Hitler Youth is 
being entrusted to the Reichs-Leader of German Youth in tho NSDAP, | He is 
the "Youth Leader of the German Reich", The position of his office is that 
of a higher governmental Agency with its scat in Berlin, and is directly 
responsible to the Fuehrer and Chancellor of the Reich,

All regulations necessary for the executions and complction of this 
aw will be issued by tho Fuchrer Chancellor of the Reich.

In place of a foreword. 

My Fuehrer! It is five years now that you gave me the mission 
to take over leadership of the National Socialist youth. At 
that time you explained to my collaboraters end to me the idea 
of this youth organization. What you preached to us at that 
time as aim and demand, my Fuehrer, has taken on shepe here 
before yoh. You asked at that time from me and my collaboraters 
that we should create a community of youth in which no other 

law should be binding for the process of reconstruction but 

the law of achievment. 

Here, among the leaders of the Hitler youth ere the sons of the 
poorest who exercise command over hundreds of thousands. What 
do the conceptions of poverty end richness mean in face of the 
reality of this community? In future days only those will de 
called poor who did not belong in their youth to this community. 
And further, my Fuehrer, you demanded from my collaborators and 
from me that we should not only unite the youth in enthusian, 
but also by discipline and orcer. We !ousht for years la- 
boriously for this end, but today even this demand is fulfilled 
and proudly we feel ourselves as a worthy part of your great 
National Socialist Movemant. 

But we were powerless regarding one of your demands. You told 
us then it would appear as a great success to you if we succeeded 
to hold tozether in one organization of the German one hundred 
thousand German youth. My leader, you forgot, that you had 
given this organization your neme. 

You asked for one hundred thousand, and it was all who came. 


There is one thing which is stronger than you, my Fuehrer, that 


ee rat ome cer 
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There are many gay hours in the year of the youth. This 

one, however, is in every yeer our havpiest. Because more than 
other people, my Fuehrer, we feel to be chained to your person 
by our name. Your name is the happiness of the youth, your 


name, my Fuehrer, is our immortality.

Chapter I 
From Union (Bund) to Nation 

That which was formerly called the German youth novenent 
(Jugend bewegung) ie dead. This statenent has nothing to do 
with ill will. 
No youth leader of our time will deny the nerits of the scout 
(Wandervogel) Karl Fischers in his work with the German youth 
movement. That youth movement was as richt for its own tine 
as the Hitler Youth is right for the present. Without any 
doubt, many ideas and the forn of life (Lebesform) of the Youth 
Movement helped to create the prerequisites on which the H J is 
building; The idea of self-leadership on the part of the youth, 
the declaration to fight against the standards of bourgois: 
society, the will to folkdom (Volkstun), homeland, comradeship 
and many others, are akin to the feelings of the H. J. 
And yet: The first step into public life, the meeting which 
took place on 11 and 12 October 1913 on the "Hohen Meissner", 
remained only an impulse. The best thing about the speech on 
the "Hohen Meissner" were the people who listened to it. 
What today's youth is looking for in this, for the youth move- 
ment so important meeting, is the sincere will to form, to create. 
(zur Form, zur bestalt). 
We, today, see clearer than the generation of that time that the 
value of their youth movement wes in their silent work, The 
greater German idea (grossdeutscher Gedanke) and the really 
valuable return to folkdom and simplicity are achievements of 
the youth movement which seen to us more sienificant than the 
numerous manifestatos which were handed dom to us. They had 
the courage to let themselves be ridiculed, a courage which the 
National Socialist Fighter of a decade later also had to have. 
And we must, if we want to do justice to this youth movement, look 
less to the picture of their actual appearance (Erscheinungsbild) 


but more to the determination with which they followed their 
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ideals. The political reality of youth was their cleanness, 
their decent behaviour, their political change (Unbruch). The 
Youth movement was one of the few pleasant phenomena of the 
Wilhelanan era and it is characteristic for that time that 

youth was so delightful because it declared wer on its time. 

Few leagues (Blinde) of the postwar time have a right to refer 

to the former youth movement. They were a true copy of its 
weaknesses without its virtues. They ignored the lesson of the 
great war. 

They forgot that the time of a free and easy youth movement had 
undergone a break by the death of two million, which imposed 

on then the duties of unity and nesculine constraint. (Gebunden- 
heit und männliche Zucht). What was right up to 1 August 1914 
was wrong after 9 November 1918. 

Some attempts were made to create a synthesis of youth and a 
militant movement (Wehrbweeune _), attempts which started from 
the right principles. These attempts failed because their 
leaders were either representatives of pure militarism or at 
best of some lesser political ideas. Therefore, it was reserved 
to Adolf Hitler, the creator and supporter of an ideology 
(Weltenscheuunz), to determine the road of German youth. 

Froa the former youth movement the Hitler youth tock over this 
or that form, out of the front of the world war it was given 

its content by Adolf Hitler. Its organizetion also has its 
prerequisitecin the great war; its bearing is nilitery, as 

was the bearing of those who came from the youth movement and 
who died in their gray coats in Flanders. 

Just as the youth of the "Hohen Meissner" felt, the front as the 


more important, so do we. Between the summer of 1914 and the 


Spring of today lies a long dreary time through which we all 


passed consciously or unconsciously. Even those of us who had 
not been born at that time know it, every German knows it. As 


long as the German people will live, this ‘time will live in 


NN 


their minds. 
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That at that time a whole hation stood in arms, Catholics and 


Protestants, beggars and millioneires, peasants and clerks, 


merchants and laborers, and that they all obeyed one will and 
were only Germans, nothing but Germans, that also started us 

on the march. No tithe, nn privilege of birth, not a lot of 
money nor anything special of any kind made a difference then. 

We also want the sane thine. 

The black yeers of wer have passed, the spirit of the warrior 
remains . 

Again youth in Germany does not want: profits, nor personal gain, 
but renders service and secrifices to the community. That is the 
idea of the HJ: A comradeship of those Germans who do not want 
anything for themselves. Because they do not want anything for 
themselves they can do everything for their creat nation. Not 

& youth with new richte - a generation of strict fulfillment of 
duty. 

The postwar period showed a sad picture of party-bound youth. 
"Whoever controls youth, controls the future" was the slogan, 
given the Germen National(deutschnational) club to the 

Communist thieves! den. Every lobby was dealing in youth. 

And they were successful. Young Gerinany took everything for 
gospel truth, sold itself today to this cne, tomorrow to that 
one till finally, disappointed and disgusted, it turned its back 
on all these activities. Then came the time of exclusive sports, 
of exclusive induleine in entertainments and living to the fullest, 
the time of exclusive study. 

"Politics is nonsense," was the reply given to party function- 
aries. 

When Adolf Hitler began to speak this attitude was shaken. But 
now the satisfied citizen used the same argument which youth 

had found against him. He called for peace, for self—possession, 
for order. "Youth should not mix in politics," became the 


defensive slogan of all the bourgois parties which began to lose 


DL 
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their young people to the Fuehrer. Anyone who at that tine, 
1924-25, among youth stood up for Adolf Hitler might have found 
that even youth leaders anxiously tried co avoid the alleged 
danger of influencing youth politically in the direction of 
Nationel Socialism. Many comrades and I myself had to leave a 
militant organization (Wehrorganisation) to which I had become 
quite attached, because I had made a speech for Adolf Hitler 
there. At that time, many, like myself drew a dividing line 
between themselves and their friends and relatives end exchanged } 
ficht for the new ideal for the quiet life of a well protected” 
one. 
We were not yet able to account for our conception in detail, we 
simply believed. And when Hitler's book, "Mein Kampf" was 
published it was our bible which we almost learned by heart in 
order to be able to answer the questions of the doubters and 
superior critics. Almost every one who today is leading youth 
in a responsible position joined us during those years. 
Again Youth was divided by politics but this time the problem 
was different. It was no longer a matter of national parties, 
of liberal and democratic ideas, it was this: Germany or 
Marxism, Germany or reaction. But youth also had be-n slightly 
infected with party ideas. Youth did not want to be convinced, 
it wanted to be overruled. Not the accuracy of the idea was 
questioned, but an attempt was made to prove that with such 
& small following it could not be successful. The National 
Socialist movement was regarded as a fractional perty, the honest 
but, because of its pettiness, hopeless attempt of a man of 
whom it was not known if he had the necessary knowledge, the 
essential education. A bricklayer from Vienna, a man without 
college education, a self-taught person should liberate Germany? 


That was at best very doubtful. 


Im 
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As there are old people who are young, there are also anone the 
youth some who are old. I have met them in the universities, in 
the youth movement, everywhere. The people who are old in their 
hearts are like a pestilence to a healthy people. They represent 
the tenacious and embittered resistance against every new idea. 
But youth is an attitude. The paralysed Chamberlain whose lips 
are forming words which only his wife can read and transcribe 
represents eternel youth as much as the old Goethe in his last 
days. His Faust, the Ninth Symphony and the will of Adolf Hitler 
are eternal.youth and know neither time nor death. 

Yet there ere men who are born old and are living their lives 

as if they were 70 years old. During the years of our fight 

we overcame those people and we fight them again and again. They 
are the living dead, Their coldness kills every slight stir 

of a new life, Only the collective force of passionate youth 

is able to destroy then. 

Let us do away with the old! Only eternal youth shall have its 
home in our Germany.

The devdlopment of the Hitler Youth movement, 

The idea for the foundation of a National Socialist youth 
organization came from the Fuehrer himself, while the name 
Hitler Youth was originated by Julius Streicher, who also named 
the Erown House ("Brannes Haus") The name of the man who 
deserves the credit for heving set up the first groups of 
the H.J. is Kurt Gruber. 

At the time of the beginninz of the H.J. Kurt Gruber hed just 
graduated from Law School (Referenderstamen). He devoted 
himself with great energy to his new task. From e small 

celler in Plenen which served as Reichs office, we first 
orgenized a number of Saxonien HU groups, enerzetically 
assisted by the present Reich Governor (Reichsstetthalker) 

in Saxony, Martin Mutschinanon. 

(pp 22-28) 

Here I would alsə like to mention thet, since 1228, Alfred 
Rosenberg also took æ special interest in the Netional Socialist 
Youth. at thet time we were tryinz to come to en understanding 
with the leagues ("Zunds"). alfred Rosenberg negotiated with 
the Eagles end Falcons ("alder md Felken"), the "bensen", and 
other leesues without fundemental results. |I realized at that 
time thet an understanding with the leaders of the leazues would 
never be possible (p. 23) and devoted myself to the principle 

of the totality (Totalitat) of the Hitler Youth: , which in-the x 
cost all those leazues their independent existance. 

When, in 1230, the Fuchrer himself took over the hich 
command of the SA (Storm Troups) end Ernst ROEHM started his 
new office as Chief of Staff, the National Socialist Youth or- 
ganizations were centralized in the SA. Kurt Gruber resigned. 
His nervous state were such that he was physically unable to 
continue his work. On 30 October 1931, the Fuchrer appointed 


me as Reichs youth leader of the NSDAP with the rank of a 
sta 
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Lt. General (Gruppenfuehrer) in the Sa. My old comrade, Dr. 

von Reuteln was given the leadership of the students "League 
(Schulerbuna) and also the leadership of the HJ, under my 
command. Now the organization of the EJ was thornushly over- 
hended, which was necessary because Kurt Gruber had not been able 
to fully devote himself to his tasks as a leader aspecially 
during the last months of his activities. Dr. von Reuteln 
continued his work as a consultant (Referent) for economic ques- 
tions in the Exccutive Office (Reichsleitung) of the NSDAP but 
Still found time for official trips and for nizht wrk at 


his desk to which the HJ owes the tishtening of the threads 


of its organization which hed become rether loose. At that 


time I had to go temporarily tn Kufstein where I stayed with 
friends in a little mountain inn in order to avoid a prison 
term of three months. (p. 24) Bhe previous year I had spoken 
azeinst the Versailles dictate from the steps of Cologne 
University, violating a zovernment order end, to begin with, was 
locked up in the Cologne prison, the so-celled "ELINGELPUTZ! | 
which then often housed Dr, Robert Ley, at that time regionel 
leader (Geuleiter) of Koeln-Aechen and another leading party 
comrade, Tom WINKELNKEMPER. There I steyed for 8 days till 
my case came up in court end wes then sentenced to 3 months 
in prison without a time of probation N, 
according to the emergency decree (Hotverordnunz) by the 
Reichs President. I was very lucky to be set free after 

the sentence wes passed. With great joy I still think of the 
dear Cologne party comrades who, headed by Dr. Ley stood 

in a mess before the gates of the prison when I wes released. 
It wes high time, I flew to Munich. The followinz day I 
took the train to Graz and was able to give to the Braz 
Student meeting (Studententag) the directive which was needed 
by the Fuehrer. The National Socialist Student League 
(Studentenbund) won its decisive victory. A National Socialist 


was unenimously elected leader of the German student body. 


(Studentenschaft) III

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Since that time arounä 12 months had gone by and I 
had reason to fear that I would be torn away any day now 
from my organizational work with the National Socialist Youth. 
My co-workers came to Kufstein for the most important con- 
ferences and I frequently crossed the border at night, raced through 
(p. 25) Germeny in our "'Nurburg!. announced a meeting in 
Chemnitz while I made a speech in Berlin, end thus I es- 
caped my well-deserved "vacetion'! in Cologne. Then came 
the time of Groener. One evening the Fuehrer came to my 
avertment in Munich and informed me that he intended to 
eppoint me Reichsleader (Reich loiter) of the NSDAP the 
followinz dey, end to teo tho National Socielist Youth 
orzenisstions out of the Sa. Since prohibition of the 
SA was threetening we might have evoided the simultaneous 
prohibition of the H.d.The Tucbrer based the necessity of 
such a meesure on the principle for which he stood from the 
beginning, end which I have used in this book as a motto: 
"Youth must teled by Youth", 

Fy some accident the prompt announcement of my ap- 
pointment wes held up. Soon efter this conversation the 
SA and with it the EJ vera forbidden by Mr. Groener. Throush 
Reuteln I raised some nelf-308rtsd chjeetions with Groener, 
referring to the tact that at the time of prohibition I was 
no longer a member of the Sa, but, of course, without re- 
sults. There was no siker way aut tut to continue work 
underzround. Thus originated the National Socialist Youth 
movement, tho NSTB (N3 Jugondbewegung) without uniform, 
without insignia. at thet time we traveled through Germany 
dressed like bandits.Blue sailor ceps, white shirts (p.25) 
end a brown sweater ur some kind of civilian coat. But we 
recognized each other everywhro, AR this time the HT geined 


its best human material. Whoever came to us during this 


UT 
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upon thousandwere thrown out of their schonls or became un- 
employed ~ but they clung the more tenaciously to our flag. 
It was a great time and as strenge as it might seem we were 
never happier than at that time when we lived in constant 
danger. With pistols in our pockets we drove through the 
Ruhr distret while stones ceme flying after us. We jumped 
every time we heard a bell ring because we lived in constent 
fear of arrests nd expected our houses to te searched.! I 
have herdly one piece of furriture in my possession that 

was not attached. 

One dey even my "Rirburs" ves onnfiscaiel, That was 
going too far. They could have 91] the werorobes and chests 
es far es I wes conceracd, but the car so us meant rreedom, 
mobility, our work. ‘She T rer wes shou at Qbe 
I called iin uo and out of his swa pocket he gave me the 
money to pey the printer who had the cer attached. I 
breathed freely s275ia, we were able to continue our work.

The membership of the National Socialist Youth orga- 


nisation aac „rown to about $5,000. The number of applic- 
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ations was mounting day by day. We requested more office 


space from Reichs Treasurer (Reichsschatzmeister) Schiarz and 
he created generous working possibilities for us by putting at 
our disposal the entire top floor of the hotel "Der Reichsadler" 
in Munich. For the time being we had some space. 

With the moving into the hotel "Reichsadler" an unpleas- 
ant tension begen to make itself felt which existed between the 
youth and Gregor Strasser, who had installed the offices of the 
organisational department I (Organisationsabtslung I) in the 
same building. In my apartment on Koenigenstrasse I was.lucky 
ennush to be eble to express my apprehensions about Strasser to 
the Fuehrer. Otherwise I never discussed these things with any- 
body, with the exception of Julius Streicher. But I received 

s (p.28) reports from all parts of the Reich through the youth orga- 
nisation. I knew what course Strasser was taking, who, at 
that time, wes at the heights of his power. I knew of his 
connections end, from the beginning on, I wes instinctively 
convinced of his unreliability in rezard to his character. 
Gregor Strasser was an enemy of the Netional Socialist Youth 
out of the same instinct. It wes, after all, a Hitler-Youth 
end not a Strasser Youth. 

The greatest worry of the years of struzzle of 1330/31 
was the leck of money. Very often we did not have the few 
gallons of gasoline which we necded for travelling. Another 
drawback was thet none of us was, at that time, a menber of 
the Reichstag a.d, therefore, had no free trensrortation. The 
reason was that we had not reached the necessary sce of 25. 

Our compensation for exoenses was just sufficient to cover 

our bare living expenses. By writins and lecturing I was able 
to make enough money to pay my own fare. Despite all the 
difficulties we were able to meke all the necessary trips. 

The success of my staff was based on its mobility. Good 


leadership is not characterized by answering letters on time 
ass (iod 
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but by its contact with the fighting community. Thus the 


Fuehrer had brouzht us up and he preached again end again not 
to lose myself in paper work — one of the greatest and wisest 


teechinzs which I received from him. 


(pp.31 - 37) 

The H.F. (Hitler Youth) used the winter of 1932/33 for 
many demonstrations. We drove through all of Germany and 
called the youthtothe H.J. I will nover forget a Fuehrer ap- 
peal in the beginning of January in Berlin, at the start of 
which I wes searched for weapons by the police. Twenty days 
later we were in power. The most magnificent success was the 
conquest of the formerly Merxist industrial workers youth of 
the German West. Here my co-worker Hartmann Leuterbecher 
achieved zreet things. 

I will never forget the hour when we were sitting in the 
office of the district Ruhr-Niederrhein during an intermission 
between demonstrations on 30 January end received the news of 
Adolf Hitler's appointment to the post of Reichs Chancellor. 
Inet seme nicht I spoke in Herford in Westphalia, We all 
felt saved, The policemen (Schupos) who, on the previous dey, 
were still persecuting us, greeted us with reised hends. It 
wes one sroat freternisation. I spoke in two meetings, and 
z0inz from one to the other I caught such a cold that shiver 
ing with fever £ had (p.32) to go home the next day, tut in 
all my fever pi ieeies one thing remdned vivii: "hat which we 
had won on that Cay: iiitler in power, Hitler in eUwer. As 
soon as I had recovered I went to Berlin via Wueezbure, 
Nuernberg where we had 2 demonstrations. Now «he problem was 
to apply the victory »f the movement to the entire youth.Our 
cabinet ministers were overburdened with their new tasks and 
were working day and night. We could not Aa would 
find time to solve the youth question ty their own initiative.

Therefore, we had to act ourselves. My co-workers met in my 


Munich apartment and advised me to occupy the Reichs committee 
(Reichsausschuss) of the German Youth Leagues (Juzend- verbfinds). 
I commissioned General (Oberzebietsfi hrer) Nabersberg with 50 
members of the Berlin HT to make a surprise raid on the Reichs 
Committee in the Alsenstrasse early the next morning. This was 
done and at noon the press had the report that the HT (Hitler 
Youth) had teken over the leedership of the Reichs Committee. 
The Reichs Committee was headed by en excellent man, General 
Vogt. As much as a surprise the turn of events was to him at 
first as quickly did this Prussian officer adjust himself to 
the new situation. I took his job away from him but he under- 
stood that this was a necessity and that only from the HJ 
(Hitler Y4uth)the great unification of German Youth would be 
possible, on which, after all, he had worked all his life. 
General Vozt did not step aside (p.33) and was not offended, 
but remained intensely end truly interested in the objectives 
of the HT and its aims. His book, The German Boy~Service 

("Der deutsche Junzendienst") is one of the most valuable books 
of German youth literature, and we ere all proud of the fect 
that General Vost today belonzs to the Reichs Youth leadership 
(Reichs; zeoni^b irung) end wears the Gold Honor ingenia (Goldens 
Ehrenzsic2on) of the HE (Hitler Youth). 

In ts Reichs Committee (Roichsausschuss ) we got a trem- 
endous emount oZ material. All et once we vera abe to deter- 
mine the stroog v of all the German youta Lescues «nd to sum 
mon the influential cersonelities in these yous loszues. From 
this point I T6t:260'29d tae necessity of comiur io rips with 
the Greater German Union (Grossdentscher Bundi, I eopointed 
my co-worker Karl Netersberg as ny represent^iive on the 
Reichs Committee end trevelled through Germany in order to take 
a stand against The Greater Germen Union (Grossdeutscher bund) 


in many demonstretions. In the meantime I gained control over 
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The Reichs league for German youth hostels (Reichsverbend für 


deutsche Jugendkerburzen) in a manner similar to the one em- 
ployed with the Reichs Committoe; with ite leadership I com- 
missioned a young merchant from Hamburg and bearer of the Golden 
Honor Insignia (Goldenes Ehrenzerchen) of the NSDAP, Johannes 
Rodatz. 

The Greater Germen Youth Leazue (Grossdeutscher Juzend- 
bund) was a combinetion of verious leagues and orgenisations 
which came under the leadership of the deserving chief of staff 
of the fleet, Admiral von Trotha. This admirable man, who had 
served our Fatherland in war and peace with unselfish (p.34) 
devotion fundamentally had the same ideas and plans for the 
Greater German League as I had for the Hitler Youth. That the 
Greater German League (Grossdeutscher Bund) could not fulfill 
these tasks was not the fault of the "Admiral" , as he was re- 
spectfully called by his Youth, the difficulties lay in the 
period itself. The Greater Germen League was not a political 
union, that is, leagues which partly were opposed to National 
Socislism were t^ be found in the Greater German League as well 
as organisations which ideologically were in agreement with the 
NSDAP, without, however, drawing any conclusions from it. The 
unification of youth could never be achieved by the external 
centralise ion of o5: '!y opposed leagues, but only tr a philos- 
ophy of lite win... rai to be accepted by the ymos generation as 
a now lew for lite. Only ta. Hitler Tousr rexweöntei this idea. 

The differences between the Greater Cevman 17.2590 and the 
HJ grew from day tə day. Friction, even frequert.. actual 
fighting, were day-by-day occurences. This state -f affairs 
could not be settled by compromise. We could not be satisfied 
with incorporation of the Greater German League as, dways the 
incorporation of a youth league into the HJ for us was not even 
discussed. As all of us once, and that during difficult times, 


gave our unconditional pledge to Adolf Hitler, especially today 
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every young German must be able to do so. (p.35) The so- 
called and often praised individuel life ("Eizenleben" ) of 
such leagues is, in the last enalysis, nothing but another 
form of "joiner tendency" (Verensmeierei). "Either all or 
nothing" is the principle of National Socialism. 

The position which I gave to the HJ was not strong enough 
to overcome the last quaint introspection (Eigenbr# telei) 
within the youth. Nobody saw that as clearly as the Fuehrer 
who wes convinced of the necessity nf giving to the leader of 
the HJ that backing by the state which he needed for his work. 
When we discussed these things I asked the Fuehrer to refrain 
from attachement to one specific ministry, a wish which was 
readily recosnized by the Fuehrer. The Fuehrer himself stated 
that a ministry cannot exist without bureaucracy, but burean- 
cracy is death to youth. He intended to create an azency which 
in its freedom should heve the possibility to work. Thus, in 
the Reichs Chancellory, in the middle »f June 1933, he ap- 
pointed me Youth leader nf the German Reich (" Jugend fuehrer 
des deutschen Reiches" ) by claspinz hands. Reich Minister Dr, 
Frick, as their competent minister for youth questions, drew 
up the respective document. I was given authority to avpoint 
representatives of the states (" Lendesbaauftragte" ) to carry 
out my instructions and I appointed the district leaders 
(Gebretsftthrer) to these positions in ell the states in ex- 
ecution of my risht. 

The first thing I did was to dissolve the Greet German 
League ("Grossdeutscher Bund"). Since I headed all (p.36) 
Germen youth orgenisations and I hed the richt to decide on 
their leadership, I did not hesitate for a moment to teke 
this step, which was for the HJ (Hitler Youth) the elimination 
of en unbearable stete of affairs. | The leader of the Great 
German Bund (Grossdeutscher Bund), Admiral von Trotha, set an 


example of rare human greatness to German youth when he, after 
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the incorporation of all leagues end organisations had been 
completed, one day made an end to all the fights and querrels 
of the past years and, after hig appointment to Honorary 
Leader (Ehrenfuehrer) of the Navy Hitler Youth, devoted hime 
sclf unconditionally to the service in Adolf Hitler's youth 
movement. Only to great personalities it is given to put 
youth to shame and at the same time obligate by a noble ex- 
ample. At that time many a German boy will have asked him- 
self if he would be able to act in the seme way in a similar 
situation and honestly answered with a " no". From an edu- 
cational point of view it was the most important deed thet the 
miral, after his organisation had been smashed, again ad- 
justed himself tn the tasks of the new generation out of his 
military sense of duty and his love for youth. When, today, 
the blue columns of our Navy Hitler Youth pass by their hon- 
orery leader, their eyes are not only shining with enthusi- 
asm for the Admiral who once at a zreve hour won eternal 
honor for the German Reich, but they also know in their 
hearts that this men is part of (p.37) themselves. Follow~ 
ing the incorporation of the " Stahlhelm” into the Sa we 
were able to carry out the incorporation of the "Scharn- 
horst", the youth organisation of the "Stahlhelm" . Put 
the "Schernhorst" had to sive up its individual existence 
when it joined the HT. The individual "Scharnhorst" boys 
were detailed to the local tranches of the HJ, This step 
would never have been possible without the initiative of 
Reichs Minister Seldte who was completely convinced of the 
necessity to create a large youth organisation, which, also 
according to his opinion, could only be the HJ (Hitler Youth), 
That the many small and unimportant groups and leagues were 
incorporated nes without saying and took place without any 


resistance. The Marxist youth as well as all political 
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youth organisation I prohibited after the occupation of the 
Reichs Committee. The one million members of the EJ which we 
had on 30 January 1933 had now grown to a round three million. 


Only the two large confessional groups, the Protestant and the 


Catholic youth, were opposed to us. They already had lost a 


greet number of their members to us but they still remained 
powerful factors in the life of German youth. Again and 
again I called tozether the district leaders (Gebiets- 
fuehrer) of the HJ in order to discuss this subject. Again 
and again these true and tenacious fighters announced: We 
won't stop now. From the last boy to the Reichs Youth 
leader we agreed that the HJ never should and would give in 


as regards this question. 


(p.38) Chapter 3 
Hitler Youth and Confessional Youth 

Towards the end of 1933 discussion about the eventual 
incorporation of the evenzelical youth took place between 
the newly appointed Reichs Pishop Ludwig Mueller and myself. 
With zreet satisfaction we from the HJ could ascertain that 
the Reichs Eishop was fundementally ready to lead the mem- 
bers of the evanzelical youth le>zues into the HI, a point 
of view which differed somewhat from that of the chairman 
of the Young Men's Protestant Work (Evangelisches Jung- 
m& nnerwerk), Dr. Stenze. Dr. Stange actually tried to 
interfere with this new development against the will of the 
majority of his follawers, but without success. And in 
December 1933 the Reichs Bishop and myself were able to in- 
form the Fuehrer that incorporetion of the protestant youth 
into the HT had become a reality. 

Throush the agreement with the Reichs Bishop the EJ 
(Hitler Y4uth) believes to have shown the way by which a 


later understanding with the Catholic Youth Leagues also 
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would be possible. By this agreement evangelical youth orge- 
nisations in the old sense, that is leagues, which overlap 
the activities of the HF are no longer in existence. As 
spirituel communities the Protestant (p.39) groups continue 
to live in their innate field, namely that of the Protestant 
creed. The HJ (Hitler Youth) guarantees their protestant 
members a certain evening each week for their confessionel, 
religious activities. The agreement with the Reichs Bishop 
follows verbatim: 

1) The Protestant Youth Work (Evangelisches 

Jugendwerk) recognises the unified state po- 

litical education of German youth by the 

National Socialist State and the ET (Hitler 

YYuth) as representetives of the philosophy 

nf the Stæ. 

The youth of the Protestant youth Work (Evan- 

selischer Juzendwerk) below 18 years of age 

is to be incorporated into the Hitler Youth 

end its subordinated branches. 

Anyone within this age group who does not 

become a member of the HY, from now on shall 

not te a member of the Protestant Youth Work 


(Evangelisches Juzendwerk). 


2) Educetion in regard to open air sports 
(including gymnastics and sports) and in 
regard to stete politics, up to 18 years 


of age, shall take place only within the HT. 


3) All members of the Protestant Youth Work 
(Evangelisches Juzendwerk) shall wear the 
official uniform of the Hitler Youth accord- 


ing to their membership in the HT.

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According to this agreement the Protestant youth was 
incorporated into the Hitler Youth. With very few except- 
ions the young followers of the Reichs Bishop were glad to 
be freed from the inner struggle of the past months. (p.40) 
The Reichs Bishop acted like a true spiritual advisor of 
this young community when he, ty this agreement, opened 
for them the doors to the HT and thus the doors to the 


people and the State.

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The Reich Youth leadership does nat pursue foreign politics, 

The Fuehrer created the Office of Foreign Affairs for the 
foreign activities of the National Socialism, What is done within 
the Foreign Department of the Reich Youth leadership never means an 
overcrossing of Party offices and State offices, The HJ deals with 
the youth and not with big politics. And even where the youth con- 
tacts the youth of other nations to exchange young people for study 
trips or camps, contact is made outside the political sphere, It 
is the purely human agreement of youth among themself which in this 
way the Reich Youth leadership attempts to achieve.

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I believe in a cooperation of the Zuropean youth at the basis of an 
agreement; its only program point should be; to know each other, 
It would be an utopian idea to believe that such a cooperation 
would improve the world,  Protebly the world would not improve but 
the people could become Juster, In this connection we vel come t he 
international exchange of „upils ard only desire that it might be 
extended beyond the circle of pupils to the youth of all professions. 
The activity of the Foreign Department ofthe Reich Youth leadership 
is not only concerned with the relationship of the HJ to the youth 
of other nationa, although this field is most clearly in evidence, 
It cares,in close cooperation with the League for Germndom Abroad 
(Volksbund fur das Deutschtum im Ausland), for the youth of the 
German settlements abroad, in Europe and South America, and awakens

At ths same time, a 
selection by these youth hiking groups s hould be made in the German 
settlements abroad anong those who appear suitable as youth leaders 
am therefore are to be called to the Reich for schooling. 

All borderland trios and trips abroad of youth hiking groups 
and individual youth hikers have to be authorized by the hike office 


of the central office, Thereby the hikes of the "wild hikers" should 


finally be prevented which ee us always to the good of the German 
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reputation abroad, On the other side the hikes should be arranged 
according to a certain plan, so that they can be directed into 
certain sections whcre a vis it seems really appropriate, 


i, special task of the central office is tle so-called Volks- 


deutsche Labor service which has the task of a Systematic schooling 


of German Youth leaders living abroad. In four Specially suited 

labor camps the sense of the labor service is clearly danonstrated 

to tho Gormans living abroad by special sch ooling methods, in order 

that t ey can apply what they learned in their home organization, 
Another branch of the Foreign Department has the task to com- 

bine the Reich German boys ond girls inasmuch as is possible in 

youth groups in vhich National Socialist ideas are conveyed to them, 

To this effect the groups receive books and youth Literature free 

of charge and especially such which establish the spiritual cort act 

with the Reich German HJ. The vork program provides the establish- 

ment of schooling camps of several weeks duration for Cerman youths 

from abrosd who above all should convey to the future leaders the 

expe rience of the present fatherland, Through an own press service, 

the Foreign Department tries to protect th rights of the Germn 

youth abroad in the Reich German Press. The d iy appearing nress 

service "Sr ce of the Bost! ("Ostreum") brings short news about the 

movement of the German youth organizations abroadand the Cerman school 

abroad for Lithuania, Letlond, Esthonia, Poland, Czechoslovakia, Austria, 

Runania, and Yugoslavia, Another paper "The School Review for Ger- 

mans Abroad" (Di. „u-landsdeutsche Sc ws chau) is delivered to a 

great nuber of German schools of higher learning, Furthermore the 

branch participates in the youth periodicals published by t.e Reich 

Youth leadership or in cooperation with it, and furnishes the Ger 

man daily newspapers with articles of a principle mature about qucs- 

tions of the youth abroad, as well as the Geman newspapers abroad with 

news from the Reich and the German groups beyond the frontier, The 

branch "Pross! on the Forcisn Department is the reby the rallying point 

for the news on the movement of the German Youth abroad And the schools

New material, in accordance with timely 
requirements, is in preparation and will serve in the future as 
for all work, The youth should be informed every three months 

"schooling-letter" about everything worth while in the field of 
the colonial question which should come downto the sub-lenders of 
the whole HJ and BDM. In this direction, friendly cooperation with 
the biggest society, the German Colonial Society, takes place; 
material is exchanged. 4s much as the promised shipping snace is 
available, members of the HJ (colonial lecturers) should be sent to 
the former German colonial territories so th at they can learn at the 
spot the present-day conditions ond give th Germns there a sign 
of our attachment, Supported by vhat they have seen and lived, they 
should after their retum work here to enlichten tie HJ in the 
country. 

It would lead us astray to go into th details of the activities 
of the Foreign Department, Generalobergebictsfuehrer Karl Nabers- 
berg devoted much energy to these duties and gave up even the leader-

Boys will become soldicrs; girls will become 
brecdors, Co-cduertional schools are manifestations of docadent 
demoerocics and hence are taboo.

"The Pimpf orgenizction lays thc groundwork for Port; ectivitics in 
the Jungvolk and the Hitler Youth. Tho boy roeoivos a number, ond is 
given a Loistungsbuch, cn off icioney record bock, Throughout tho yccors 
it records not only his physics] devolopmont, and his edvcnecmoat in 
militer; prowness, but clso his idcologiecl growth. His school, hono, 
and Party activitics cro minutely supervised, controlled, inspucted, cnd 
indelibly rogistcrod.

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"At tho ago of ton tho Pinpf must pass a rigid cxamination

"Half cn hour before sunriso, 19 April, I hurricd to tho Merks- 
burg, bost-prosorvod modiovel castle on tho Rhine. Evon before I roach- 
ed the pinnacle I roclizod that tho two hundred youngstcrs, «ged ton, 
who would thet morning be promoted from tho Pimpf to J ungvolk had got

"The sun came crawling over the walls » ond its rays stoppe 
the youngsters from shivcring quite so much, 


"The speaker soon got into his stride. His voice vas brittlc, I 
had good opportunity to take notos up in my Window. Hore are excerpts 
from the address, 


"You boys must bo hard-herd as iron; the Fuchrer has demandod it, 
You must be loyal; the Fuchror has donendod it. But chovo all, you must 
be ready and willing to give up your lives for the Fuchrer 3 he has 
demanded that, too, 


tOn you rosts tho future of Germany. Our Fatherland needs you. 
Germany will sono dey be tho rulor of the world, Our Nordic culture will 
go out and cover thc certh. Tho youth of other ncticns docs not 
understand us. Thoy hatc us. Domocracics point fingers at us, 
Thoy sey we are making you boys into scldicrs. Do wo dony it? Cert= 
einly not, Thoy do not r.alizo how cagor and roody German boys are to 
become soldicrs for Hitler. o will mako Germany What sho should 
always h vo been, a force to bo rockoned with. (Lino Gcualt mit 
Hor die lolt rechnen musz.)! 


"Ho ended os ho bagan, with a Hoil Hitlcr, Tho only applause was 
a chorus of !Scig hcil, Siog hvil, Sicg hoil.! There was no chocring, 
no stamping of fect. This ceccsio was toc holy for that. 


"A penotri.ting fanfero of trumpets from tho toucr of tho castle, 
moro thon a hundred „ect above us, sont a flock of pigcons wheoling 
toward tho valloy, I could sco tonsonoss in tho young ranks. A 
short silonco; somcbody struck o noto on a piteh-pipo, cnd tho boys burst 
forth with Deutschland, Doutschlend uobcr Alles, ond then Die Fohno 
Hoch, the Horst iicssol Licd. 


"Another fanfere shattered tho Spring »orning. <A sharp command, and 
from Found tho ecrner of tho e:stle caro a color guard of throc boys, 
The ono in tho center eorriod on old tettorod swastika fleg on o tall 
polo, 


"!Dio Blutsfahne,! said tho comender, 'Tho bloodflo£. And look, 
tho sunl Casting its rays risht on itə! 


"!Tho bloodflag-?! 

'Yos. It is ono of tho flags fron tho fighting days of tho Party, 
Somo monbor of tho squcd to which it bolengod vas killod by Conmunists e 
The flog vas dippod in his blood. It is nova holy flag}! 


"Quickly the beys formed a circlc,. Some wore polo, some wore 
flushod. Tho most momentous occasion of thoir young lives was 
approaching, 

'Raise your hends,! cam: a command. 'Repeant aftor mo.? 

And the spring sunshine and the Rhine and the medieval castle 
card the following: 
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'In tho presence of this bloodflog which represents our Fuchror, 
I suo; r to dovoto all my onorri.s, ¿11l my strongth to tho savoir of 
our country, Adolf Hitlor. I c: willing end ready to givo up ny 
lifo for hin, so help mo God. One pooplo, onc Nation, ono Fuchrer.!" 


"The hands rclexod,. The youth locdor spoke sgain, softly. 
!Boys! ho said, !you havo just tekon cn octh, Live up to ite You 
oro no longer Pinpfe, ycu cero Jumgvelk. icc will demand moro of you 
then before; your dutics will bo hocvior; your responsibilitics 
greatcr. But your glory will also bo groctor,! His t no became informal 
es ho told tho boys to march back to thoir barracks und rost; thoro 
would bo a trip up thc Rhine in tho aftornocn. 


"A fov minutes lator I met mo of the troop Icadors in tho Alto 
Schacnke, tho historic drinking booth of tho Merksburs. Ho was gled 
to talke I asked spocificelly «bout o cortain Loistungsbuch thet 
many Gorman boys of my acquaintence had ı.lwoys montioncd with bated 
breath. 


"The leader eallcd ono of the youngsters cnd commended him to show 
us his cfficicney rcecrd. 

The lad reached into cn oileloth pocket dangling from his brown 
bolt and pulled out ^ bock with a stiff cordboard cover, the sizo of 
a schocl tablet. 


"That bock proved with vhat officicney cad thoroughnoss tho 
Party governs the lives of cvory Gormen boy. It wes c complicctcd 
levger dividinglifo into activitios, callcd Bedingungen (proroquisitos).

"Tho leader explained thet this bock formed tho permenent record 
of ovorything tho boy did, thought, or neglected to do from the age 
of six to fcurtoon. Every accomplishment and ovorymistoko was rege 
istcred, signed, cond countorsignod by officiils. 


"Bock in Berlin a fou ucoks later I cttonded a serios of classes for 
boys below ton. I talked to meny teachers. None of thom over heerd 
of educational psychology as vo ka w it, Torms such as moncry Spon, 
motivation, motor skill, vocal cuditcry ropotition meant nothing to then 
They voro imbuod with cno idez, cnd one idoa only: to moke tho bey 
think, fcol, end act as a truo Nazi. The teachers know thet thoy 
would bo ratod as podagcguos nct by the shoving their elessos medo 
in school oxomincticns but in tests given by Party officisls. Thosco 
tests voro based on tho Pimpf menuel, end the grados voro recorded in 
the Leistungsbuch. 


"I spont mo doy at a Velksschule not fer from tho Christmas 
Kirche where Pastor Hicmocllor formerly preachod. I attended a history 
class, c nature=study eloss, c roading class, ond a geography classe 
The Reetor, o quiet, pudgy Berliner, informed mo that I would find 
nothing extreme in his school, for ho Cid not toleratc ony oxeossos, 

In viov of thet, what I did soo was singulurly intorcsting.

"The history tcachor was a yomg men in uniform the tought with 
vigor and cnthusiasm. He hed a becoming voice lcud oncugh for a lceturo 
hell, His boys vcro learning cbcut Nazi horccs, On thet perticule. 
day they were worshipping Albert Los € chlagcter, who had boon exce= 
uted by tho French during their cecupetion cf tho Ruhr shertly cftor 
World Wer I.. The majcr part of the Jesse wes coveted tc the phase of 
Schlagoter!s carcer which cndecred him to prosontec-y Nazis: his 
bravery before the firiag squed." 

"I had onc more class to visite. I thought of skipping it ct 
the time, but am glad new that I didn't. This gecgrophy class, moro 
then any of the othors, made mo roolizo whet wes going cn in Nozi 
schocls. 


"The class was in progress when I slipnod in. The teacher was 
tolking about Gormeny's deserved place in world offeirs, Ho escribcd 
her recent swift riso to the Fuchror's doctrino of reco purity. Not 
‘every ecuntry could boast of a puro rece. Czccheslovcki-, for instence , 
was nothing but c fcu romnonts of a reco fcrnorly under Goran rule ’ 
mixed with Slivs, Jows, ond Gelicions. Tho Polos were no racc, But 
there were other ecuntrics thet vere fast zcinr Qownhill beecuse cf 
racial sinse. He asked his bcys tc nemo sono, 


They monticnod Russia, England, Frenec. Tho teacher vos not 
satisficd, 

'Ucll, which ecun?ry has always celled itsclf tho "melting pot! 
of all other noticns? Jungons, thet you must Iman.! 

Then ceme tho chcrus, tAncrika,!

"I bogen to jot down notos as fast cs I eculd; this vas. getting 
close to homo, 


"The teacher launched into a devastating diatribe that mace 
short shrift of tho United Stetes, that eauntzyr which had jcined tho 
lost war just to meko money. He worked himself into cn oncticnel 
forver e . 

Ho expleined hou during tho centuries thc o had been mony mon cnd 
wonon whe could not got along in Europe. Most of thon voro eriminnls 
ond crocks, roprcbetes and rono, ados, They were the undesir-blcs, 
Whenever they tangled with the lew in Gormony, cr ony other Evropern 
country, thoy got o boet rnc went to the Unitod States, There they 
morriod cach cthor.. And now tho childronevell, cny Gernon ber with 
intolligoneo could sce what the result would boe. Those chileron, in 
turn, minglod with Jous and Nogress,.. The eitizons of tho United 
States were sinking lower and lower.

"Ho, (Gocrgo Abels, ufficicl of tho Nazi Health Offico,) assurcd 
mo that the death of those unfortunntos (fochblo-minded children) who 
eculd not contribute to the race was a fine doath, painless, clincs 
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bocutiful, Ho know of cases whore fooblo-minded children who had 
rocoivod the propor instruction had asked to dio for Hitlor, Thoy know 
thoy eculd not dio for him es sclciurs, so thoy cskod to dic for hin 

in tho Hitler Kermor,. 


"The Hitler chamber?! I asked. 

He explained that the Hitlor chember was a little vhito hcs- 
pitcl chember whore underprivileged woeklins wont tc slecpe Ho 
asked if I vculd like tc soo me. I assured him I would. 


"Ho pressod a button ond asked an cttondent to got him sone 
informaticn, Ho emtinucd tolking to mo, expressing tho eonvieticn 
thet som nobody would even raise an oyebrow if thoy heard thet a 
fcoblo-mindod child, or o voory cld man had found rest. Ho assurod 
mo thet tho fecbloeminded children in Uezi Germany vere all covor 
Seven years old. Tho meaning of this cid not strike me till I 
realized that it had boon approximately seven yocrs since tho 
Erbgcsundhcitsgesctz, tho lew controlling marrirges, wont into cffcct. 

"hat about tho childvcn over seven yoors of: gc?! I asked. 

Ho assurcd mo, peeing the flocr, thet tho Party cave thon a chanco. 
They werc kept olivo until they ucro ton. By thet timo they know 
if the boys would ovor become useful or nct. Those with intolligonco 
encugh to become strcot eloanors cr perform simple tasks y wore 
sterilized to provont offsprin-, cnd put to vcrk, Thoy could never

"Tc change the subject I asked what girls! schocl ho advised mo to 
visit, Tho schcoling girls rcocivod in tho Grundschulen „ the oloron- 
tary schools, vas oliko all over Gormony, ho informed me. Thore were 
many of these sehccls; cvory lerge city had severcl, and cach villege 
at loast cnoe But if I must visit ono, tho sehcol at Berlin Schirrgon-

"I spont scvorcl Coys in that low stucco building, next to tho 
Sehmargondcrf City licll. The teachers voro clcorly, but devout 
Nazis, Most of thc dey ues dovcted tc domestic scicnco » cugonics, 
ond physicel cduecticn, There wore other classes, hcvever; Dovtsch, 
or Deutschkunce (Gorman), vhoro thc girls locrnod te rocd end write 
ond where they beenne acquainted with true Nazi litcreturc; tho threo 
G's - Geographic, Guschichte, Gesong (googrephy, history, singing) - 
the first two of vhich tought thom about tho supericrity cf tho Nordic 
racc, uhilo the singing class vos dovctod tc memcrizing of Nazi songs, 
chiofly docling with sclf-sacrifico, bloc ond Cocth. But these 
classes were not scheduled every doye Arithmotie wes a subsiciory 
class of dcmostie scicnee, whieh, in turn, wes cn oxtenlcd double 
Those classes included 
o ccro 
Dotoiloc scx instruction vas port cf 
this coursos Reassenkunde, tho study of races, oxposod tho faults cf c11 
ncn-Àrycn raecs. Boschaoftisungslchroe was a sort cf practical ecurso in 
shopping, marketing, judging cf focd, kooping rcecrds in tho kitchen, 
moking uso of spare tiro. 


"The classes in thet Schmargondorf zirls! school voro hushed end 
tonso affairs, with remarkable disciplino. Evory ono of them onph- 
esizod Norcie culture, enc wemen's plceo cs th. cradle of future 
scldicrs, wherever tho opportunity offered itsolf. Every subjcct 
Scomod to be slanted to mako thc girls reelize that thoy voro the 
prospectivo mcthors of Gormany.

At the end of 1938 clerical circles circul ated a pamphlet of which 
enclose a copy for your information, 3 receiv a informetion on thi 
pamphlet from criminal procedures initiated against Catholic and 
clergymen, who circulatcd it, The Gestepo has startoc investig-t 
cedures against the still unknown authors and publishors, which 

been clncluded as yct. 


It is of importance for the prope duct of those criminal pro- 
cedures to know if Reichsloiter Rosenberg at the Reichsparteit^g 1938 
has madd any statements, in regard his pamphlet, or any other 
similar to it. From copies of the Rdchsleiter's speech at the Congress 
of the party ond at the Kulturtagung, which I have received, I could 
not oven find a halfway resemblance. I am inclined to consider it 
entirely out of the question, that Ex prag statements were made on any 
other ocensions, Therefore the pamphlet falls under the rules layed 
down in ärticle 1 of the Law of 20 December 1934. It-secms doubtful 
whether tho individual propgators were aware, because of their ignorance, 
the result of their corelossnoss, of the Lies the | dum jb contains; this 
shall have to be proven in each individual case. the pa re t also 
constitutes an offense as stipulated by Article 2 of the la above

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It does not only contain ideologic criticism of Rosenberg's doctrine, 
but beyond that it is a malevolent, hateful and inciting attack on 
Rosenberg who according to this pamphlet, is fighting against the 
church and Christianity by objectionable and treachcrous means, 
Furthermore the pamphlct states at several occasions that all this 

is happening with the Führor!s consent. Therefore it is my opinion 
thet omphasis in this criminal act is to bo laid on the intention of 
the authors and propagators of the pamphlet, to tow hatred against the 
policy of the Reichsgovernment and tho NSDAP regarding their attituce 
towards the churches. Finelly Article 130 a. of the Criminal Law Code 
also seems to be violated, specificolly regarding the pending cases 
against clergymen for immoral conduct, 


I should appreciate lt to hive my point of view confirmed ahd to 
know also your standpoint in the duestion of criminal persecution, 
before proccedin;s according to-Article 1 of the law cited bove are 
initiated or proceedings according to urticle 2 of the law cited above 
are orderod,

In answering various questions about our position towards the 
church I have to say thc following: 


That I agree with what the Führer thinks on this complicated 
problem. There are hot-headed pcople among us who would want to 
urge the Fuchrer to simply destroy the Catholic Church and the Pro- 
testant confessional Church, just like we have done with the Bolshevist 
parties. Apart from the fact, thet the suppression of those parties 
was very for from being identical with the extermination of Marxism 
from the thinking and fecling of our people,--we notice that every day 
you should not forget tht the international position of the Catholic 
Church forces us to a very careful tactic against it, Every attack 
against the church plays a role in international relations and can make 
our already difficult position still more difficult. I am convinced -- 
and I think I can say that also in the name of tho Fuehrer -- tha Catho- 
lic Church and the Protestant confessional Church, the way they exist today, 
shall have to disappear from the life of our people. But if the various 
groups of so-called German idcologists continue playing, in their publi- 
cations, with a wild radicolism, then I have to tell these gentlenen, thoy 
do harm not only to tno prestige of tho governngpt of the Reich; they 
strengthen also the martyrdom of the faithful. Jie made quite some progress 
in carrying the N.S. ideology to the German youth, What there is still left 
‘of Catholic youth, aro only small groups, which will be absorbed as time 
goes on. Tho Hitler Youth is the absorbing sponge which nobody can resist, 
Furthermore, our program for education in all categories of our schools has 
been built up already with such an anti-christian and anti-Jewish tendency 
that the generation growing up now will be safe from the black swindle, 
Don't forget that in the churches, even in the Catholic Church, upright Gern 
men work as pricsts, who are deeply devoted to the N.S. ideology. With thei 
help we will clean out the last, but I admit very strong positions of the 
Church, But we have still another means to apply pressure and that is 
financial. We shall. advance here very carefully but very systematically 
in order to cut off the financial support from the clergy that cannot be 
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As far as accusations for immoral offenses are concerned I am of the 
opinion that they didn't have too much effect in the Old-Reich; we'd 

better be very careful and not simply sonsider a denunciation, brought 
forward for any old reason, As a fact you know that the Jewish world 

press is very much keen on making every unfounded accusation against the 
clergy an object of wild campaign of hatred against the new Germany. To 
my knowledge conditions in Ostmark are quite different. If we'll start 

on that, we'll lay open a great swamps But the decision on the time for 
acting is left up to our leadership, We don't have any reason to give 

the world the spectacle of the moral deterioration of the clergy and we 
will correct those things in our own house. Sensible people like Karl 
Jnnitzer - though. I don't trust him cither - will have to subordinate 
themselves more and more to the N,S. leadership under the pressure of 
facts, It is already a very great success that there is a rift between the 
Austrian and the German bishops, which we shall be able to tear open in the 
all-Gcrman Catholicism, so I hope; thus we shall deal the worst enemy of 
N.S. the death-blow. But we don't want to make the same mistake Bismarck 
made because the enemy is cunning and is working by means we can only match 
with better weapons. 
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
